BYU’s  newest  administrator  is 
Neal  Maxwell.  He  was  named 
Saturday  as  Church  Commissioner 
of  Education  by  the  First 
Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. . 

Church  authorities  said  Maxwell 
will  supervise  the  entire 
educational  system  of  the  Church, 
including  its  largest  institution  of 
higher  learning,  BYU. 

The  Church  Education  System 
is  becoming  larger  very  quickly, 
particularly  since  the  Church’s 
policy  has  become  that  “all 
members  of  the  Church  acquire 
learning.”  Because  some  of  the 
nations  with  Church  members  do 
not  have  education  on  certain 
levels,  the  Church’s  policy  is  to 
establish  schools  “wherever 
elementary  (and  secondary) 
education  is  not  provided.” 

For  that  reason,  the  Church  has 
begun  to  establish  schools  in  those 
areas.  Secondary  schools  have 
been  established  in  Mexico  and 
Chile,  and  elementary  schools  in 
those  countries,  Tonga,  Western 
Samoa  and  Tahiti.  Church  colleges 
now  operate  in  Hawaii  and  New 
Zealand,  as  well  as  in  the  United 
States. 

The  Church  has  also  instituted 
special  programs  for  blind 
children,  children  who  are  deaf,

those  with  emotional  problems, 
those  in  state  prisons  and  for 
Indian  children. 

In  all,  the  education  of  300,000 
students  at  all  levels  is  being 
undertaken. 

The  far-flung  nature  of  church 
education  makes  it  difficult  to 
manage  and  church  leaders  have 
decided  to  coordinate  it  all  under 
one  organization  and  one  man, 
Neal  Maxwell.' 

Maxwell  is  presently  executive 
vice  president  of  the  University  of 
Utah.  He  has  held  that  positon 
since  1967.  He  joined  the  Utah 
administration  as  assistant 
director  of  public  relations  in 
1956. 

Maxwell  is  also  a regional 
representative  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
He  is  currently  chairman  of  the 
Constitutional  Revision 
Commission  for  the  State  of  Utah, 
a member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  Mountain  Fuel  Supply 
Company. 

He  is  regional  editor  for  the 
National  Educational  Television 
Network  and  is  a member  of  the 
advisory  board  of  the  Utah 
Museum  of  Natural  History.

from  small  elementary  and  high 
schools  in  Kirtland,  Ohio.  In  1832 
the  School  of  Prophets  was 
established  for  the  teaching  of 
leaders  and  missionaries.  He 
labeled  this  school  as  “one  of  the 
foremost  schools  of  the  world.” 

The  former  Vice-President  of 
BYU,  Elder  Berrett  reminded 
students  that  one  of  the  first 
things  the  Saints  did  when  they 
arrived  in  the  Salt  Lake  Valley 
was  to  establish  schools  where  the 
three  R’s  were  taught  as  well  as  a 
fundamental  teaching  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Every  stake  in  Zion  was 
admonished  to  set  up  an  academy. 

However,  in  1912,  when 
constitutional  laws  made  it  illegal 
to  teach  religion  in  the  public 
schools,  the  Brethren  set  up  a new 
method  of  instruction,  said  the 
Administrator.  Buildings  were 
built  adjacent  to  school  houses 
and  students  were  released  for 
religious  instruction. 

Today  some  175,000  students 
are  taking  seminary  classes  in  the 
seminaries  and  institutes  of 
religion.  Elder  Berrett  said  that 
40,000  students  graduated  from 
the  seminary  program  last  year. 
The  faculty,  he  noted,  is, 
approximately  4,000.  Seven 
hundred  of  the  eight  hundred 
full-time  teachers  are  on  the  BYU 
campus  this  summer  for  special 
conferences. 

He  pointed  out  that  special 
programs  and  teachers  have  been 
instituted  for  the  teaching  of  the 
blind,  the  deaf,  children  with 
emotional  and  mental  problems.

Anyone  who  has  been  reading  the  sports  pages  lately  must  have 
noticed  the  names  of  BYU  athletes  in  the  sports  news.

The 
baseball  team,  with  All-American  Doug  Howard,  won  its  division  crown 
for  the  second  year  in  a row  and  almost  won  a trip  to  the  College  World 
Series.  Finally,  the  golf  team  won  the  WAC  crown  and  this  weekend 
competes  in  the  NCAA.  They  should  do  well.

SDS  Campaign 

High  Schools  Infiltrated 


Guidance  Is  Sought 

Concerned  by  the  “persistent  growth  in  drug  traffic  among  our  high 
school  students,”  prompted  Nicholas  J.  Oganovic,  Executive  Director, 
U.S.  Civil  Service  Commission,  to  write  the  following  open  letter  to 
U.S.  college  students.  Although  written  to  students  generally,  its 
message  is  equally  valid  for  the  big  brothers  and  sisters  who  attend,  and 
have  attended  BYU. 

“I  am  writing  because  I want  to  insure  a continued  high  quality  in  the 
federal  work  force.  Many  high  school  students  will  be  going  to  college 
and  upon  graduation  from  college  will  seek  employment  in  state,  city 
and  federal  governments  as  well  as  in  private  industry.  We  want  people 
who  are  physically  and  mentally  able  to  hold  jobs  no  matter  what 
sector  they  choose  and  to  be  the  caliber  of  individual  who  would  be  an 
asset  to  any  employer. 

“Fifteen  years  ago,  I would  not  have  written  this  kind  of  letter.  I say 
this  not  only  because  this  problem  did  not  exist  then,  but  also  because 
the  college  generation  of  15  years  ago  did  not  appear  to  share  to  the 
same  degree  an  immediate,  personal  concern  for  the  welfare  of  his 
fellow  man  that  today’s  college  student  feels.  I am  writing  this  open 
letter  to  you  because  I am  very  much  concerned  about  the  persistent 
growth  of  drug  traffic  among  our  high  school  students  and  I am 
convinced  that  today’s  college  student  can  be  the  key  in  putting  an  end 
to  the  lure  of  drug  use. 

“College  students  have  always  been  looked  up  to  by  their  younger 
companions  in  high  school.  You  set  the  pace  in  fashion,  in  music,  and 
more  importantly,  in  ideas  for  the  entire  teen-age  community. 

It  is  with  this  thought  in  mind  that  I urgently  encourage  you  to 
carry  the  truth  about  the  effects  of  drugs  to  the  high  school  students  in 
your  home  communities  and  in  the  community  where  you  now  live. 
Yours  is  a voice  that  will  be  listened  to.  Your  message  can  be  the  single 
most  effective  deterrent  to  drug  experimentation  among  our  high 
school  students. 

“This  is  an  effort  you  can  undertake  on  your  own  initiative.  All  that 
is  needed  is  your  own  desire  to  help  protect  our  high  school  students 
from  the  damaging  effects  of  drugs  which  you  have  seen  or  know 
about.  I must  say  here  that  I am  always  heartened  by  the  creative 
energy  and  determination  which  our  American  college  students  have 
shown  in  their  efforts  to  make  this  country  better  for  us  all. 

“I  will  not  recount  the  effects  of  amphetamines,  barbiturates, 
narcotics  and  other  dangerous  drugs.  Any  facts  you  may  want  to  have 
in  adding  to  your  own  knowledge  of  the  effects  of  drugs  you  can  get 
from  the  several  excellent  pamphl^s  published  by  the  Public  Health 
Service  and  other  public  health  organizations.  If  you  should  find  that 
these  pamphlets  are  not  readily  available  locally,  you  may  request  them 
from  the  Public  Information  Branch  of  the  National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health,  Chevy  Chase,  Maryland  20203. 

“So  it  is  my  earnest  hope  that  you  will  go  out  of  your  way  this 
summer  to  talk  with  high  school  students  about  this.  Talk  to  individuals 
and  groups  as  opportunities  arise.  Seek  out  the  summer  youth 
recreation  associations  and  urge  the  director  to  get  the  facts  to  the 
young  people.

Several  long-haired  young  men 
stand  on  the  sidewalk  at  the 
entrance  to  the  high  school.  It  is 
morning  and  pupils  of  all  ages  are 
arriving.  The  young  men  offer  the 
approaching  students  a pamphlet. 

What  does  it  say?  “High  schools 
are  prisons  and  students  are  being 
exploited.”  It  attacks  “lack  of 
student  power,”  “rudeness  from 
teachers,”  “no  say  in  course 
content,”  “too  many  tests,”  and 
other  alleged  bad  situations  which 
exist  in  the  high  school. 

The  school  is  any  one  of  the 
thousands  which  are  found  in 
America’s  secondary  school 
system.  The  young  men:  members 
of  the  left-wing  “Students  for  a 
Democratic  Society  (SDS),  which 
has  been  active  on  college 
campuses  for  several  years. 

Founded  in  1962  by  a small 
group  of  students  in  Port  Huron, 
Mich.,  the  group  has  grown  to 
include  an  estimated  40,000 
persons  in  250  chapters  across  the 
United  States. 

Last  October  in  Chicago,  the 
SDS  staged  a violent  protest 
which  was  proudly  proclaimed  in 
New  Left  Notes,  the 
organization’s  official  publication, 
as  a “war  against  the  nation”. 

“Five  hundred  of  us  moved 
through  the  richest  sections  of 
Chicago,  with  VC  (Viet  Cong) 
flags  in  front,  ripping  apart  the 
‘Loop,’  and  injuring  scores  of 
‘pigs’  (their  word  for  police).  It 
was  war— we  knew  it  and  the  pigs 
knew  it.” 

On  June  18,  1969,  Mark  Rudd, 
William  Ayers,  and  Jeffrey  Carl 
Jones,  all  national  SDS  leaders, 
clearly  stated  the  goals  of  the 
organization:  “The  goal  is  the 
destruction  of  U.S.  imperialism 
and  the  achievement  of  a classless 
world:  world  communism.” 

While  the  activities  of  the  SDS 
on  college  campuses  are 
well-known  facts,  a recent  change 
in  the  organization’s  policies  has 
caused  it  to  come  under 
investigation  by  the  Committee 
on  Internal  Security  of  the  House 


of  Representatives. 

The  committee  found  that  the 
newest  goal  of  the  SDS  is  the 
infiltration  of  the  country’s  high 
schools. 

Since  early  1968,  a blueprint 
for  radicalization  of  high  school 
students  has  been  distributed  in 
schools  across  the  country  under 
the  title  “High  School  Reform: 
toward  a student  movement.” 

“The  ‘blueprint’  states:  “Even 
acts  like  the  starting  of  trash  can 
fires  and  the  pulling  of  fire  alarms 
are  actually  forms  of  protest 
against  the  school  as  it  is  now 
constituted.” 

A national  SDS  high  school 
policy  was  formulated  in  late 
1968  at  an  SDS  National  Council 
meeting  in  Boulder,  Colo.,  which 
declared  that  “high  schools  only 
prepare  students  for  a life  in  a 
‘sick  society.’  ” 

National  SDS  leaders 
announced  that  their  movement 
would  center  on  encouraging 
students  to  overthrow  the  system 
and  to  “break  jail.” 

Utah  high  schools,  although 
experiencing  some  problems  with 
student  militancy,  have  been  free 
from  any  direct  SDS  attacks  thus 
far,  mostly  because  of  the  small 
number  of  active  SDS-ers  in  the 
state. 

Other  schools  across  the 
country  haven’t  been  so 
fortunate.  Appearing  before  the 
Internal  Security  committee  in 


October,  1969,  Stephan  W< 
assistant  principal  at  a high  s 
in  Akron,  Ohio,  noted  thi 
school  was  “disrupte 
outsiders  who  entered  classri  | 
passed  out  literature  ai 
students  to  ‘jailbreak’  and 
into  the  streets.”

Puerto  Rico  and  Mexico. 

Last  year  Capt.  Nielsen  was  first 
Vice-president  and  delivered  the 
keynote  address. 

Last  week  he  stepped  down 
after  serving  a year  as  president  of 
the  organization  and  as 
convention  program  committee 
chairman. 

One  of  Capt.  Nielsen’s  drives 
has  been  to  professionalize 
campus  police  forces.  In  fact,  that 
was  one  of  his  major  points  in  his 
keynote  address. 

“Many  policemen  have 
developed  a minority  group 
complex,”  he  stated.  “There  is  no 
need  to  be  apologetic.” 

He  stressed  relations  with  the 
community  and  the  students. 
“Get  out  with  them,  find  out 
what  they  are  talking  about,  talk 
with  them  about  their  problems.” 

It  seems  to  pay  off. 

“I  can’t  name  one  campus 
security  force  at  which  they  have 
yelled  ‘police  brutality’.” 

But  why  is  there  still 
widespread  student  uprisings? 

“They  (the  administration  of 
college  campuses)  wait  too  long,” 
he  charged.  They  try  to  go 
through  all  the  administrative 
channels  to  calm  the  students,  but 
when  that  fails  and  it  blows  up  in 
their  faces,  they  call  in  the  police 
but  it’s  too  late. 

What  about  the  Kent  State 
University  deaths? 

“We  can’t  jump  too  fast  to  say 
who  was  right  and  who  was 
wrong,”  answered  Capt.  Nielsen. 
“It’s  best  we  wait  until  the 
Commission’s  report  is  released.” 

However,  “what  about  drugs? 
Just  polling  the  164  delegates  in 
the  convention,  there  were  26 
campus  deaths  last  year  directly 
connected  with  drugs.  You  don’t 
hear  anyone  yelling  for  tougher 
drug  laws,  but  they’re  sure  up  in 
arms  about  the  four  deaths  at 
Kent  State  University.” 

He  recalled  the  encounter  with 
a man  who  was  caught  two  years 
ago  on  campus  with  drugs  as  well 
as  stolen  goods.  Last  week  that 
man  sent  a letter  to  the  BYU 
Security  officer  who  had  handled 
him,  thanking  him  for  his 
influence  that  has  helped  him 
make  a complete  turn-about  in  his 
life.  “He  now  has  a family,  is 
happily  married,  and  is  working 
hard,”  smiled  Capt.  Nielsen.

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BYU’s  world  record  holder  Ralph  Mann 


It  was  a very  happy  voice  that 
commented  on  his  world  record  by  a 
direct  telephone  conversation  from 
California  with  the  Daily  Universe. 

“Fantastic,  I can  hardly  believe 
that  I have  a world  record  all  to 
myself.  It’s  the  greatest  thrill  of 
my  life.”  This  was  the  comment 
expressed  by  Brigham  Young 
University’s  new  World  Record 
holder,  in  the  440  yard 
intermediate  hurdles,  Ralph 
Mann. 

Mann,  who  fulfilled  his  goal 
that  he  set  while  in  high  school  in 
California,  smashed  the  world 
record  in  the  440  yard 
intermediate  hurdles  and  also 
claimed  his  second  straight 
National  Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  championship. 

The  Cougar  junior  whizzed  over 
the  barriers  in  :48.8,  a full 
half-second  faster  than  Gert 
Potgeiter’s  listed  global  mark  of 
:49.3  set  in  1960.  Mann  started 
out  slowly  but  gained  momentum 
very  quickly  to  meet  the  challenge 
of  UCLA’s  Wayne  Collett,  a 
lightning-quick  quarter-miler 
turned  hurdler.  Collett,  also 
bettered  the  listed  mark  as  he  was 
clocked  in  :49.2. 

Mann  was  visibly  overcome  with 
joy  when  the  announcement  of 
the  official  time  came  over  the 
loudspeaker.  He  cried  happily  on 
the  shoulders  of  head  coach 


Clarence  Robison  and  assistant 
coach  Willard  Hirschi. 

The  record-breaking  form  of 
Ralph  Mann,  is  exemplified  in  the 
picture  above,  which  clearly 
shows  Mann’s  deep  concentration 
and  also  the  strong  desire  to  win 
so  much  in  demand  if  records  of 
any  kind  are  to  be  broken. 

“When  I was  a youngster  my 
attraction  was  to  baseball,  and 
now  I can  look  back  and  give 
thanks  that  I gave  up  baseball  and 
put  on  the  track  shoes,”  Mann 
also  stated. 

The  record  that  Mann  broke 
was  the  oldest  track  and  field 
record  in  the  books  and  it  may 
remain  that  way  for  quite  a few 
more  years,  as  Mann  not  only 
broke  the  existing  record,  but  he 
did  it  by  a full  half-second. 

“Now  that  I have  a world 
record,  my  next  goal  is  to  make 
the  Olympic  Team  for  the  United 
States.  It  will  take  a lot  of  work, 
but  I really  want  to  be  a member 
of  the  U.S.  Olympic  team  and  I 
will  put  forth  all  I have  in  order  to 
reach  that  goal,”  Mann  stated. 

Thus  with  a world  record  under 
his  belt,  Mann  will  surely  be  the 
top  drawing  attraction  at  the 
national  Amateur  Athletic 
Union’s  championship  in 
Bakersfield,  California  this  coming 
weekend.

West  Draws 
Okay  Over 
East  ’Stars’ 

The  surging  West  squad  will  be 
favored  to  whip  the  East  for  the 
seventh  successive  year  Tuesday 
when  the  All-Star  matches  launch 
the  73rd  NCAA  University 
Division  golf  championships. 

The  long  winning  streak  has 
shot  the  West  into  a 13-12-1  series 
lead  over  the  East  in  the 
competition  matching  32-man 
squads  over  the  rolling  7,120-yard 
Ohio  State  Scarlet  course. 

The  field  of  224  from  71 
schools  devoted  its  time  Monday 
to  testing  the  layout  for  the  first 
time. 

Western  All-Star  guns  this  year 
include  1969  individual  champion 
Bob  Clark  of  California  State  at 
Los  Angeles,  Ray  Leach  of 
Brigham  Young,  who  tied  for 
second  last  summer,  and  also  John 
Mahaffey  and  Corker  Deloach  of 
defending  team  champion 
Houston. 

Wayne  McDonald  of  Indiana, 
who  deadlocked  Leach  and  Terry 
Diehl  of  Georgia  for  the  No.  2 
individual  spot  in  1969,  heads  the 
Eastern  stars. 

Clark  could  become  the  fifth 
player  to  win  back-to-back  titles. 
Dick  Crawford  of  Houston  was 
thy  last  to  do  it  in  1959-60. 
Dexter  Cummings  of  Yale  won  in 
1923-24. 

Houston  returns  Mahaffey  and 
Bruce  Asheworth  in  its  bid  for  a 
12th  team  crown  in  the  last  15 
years.  The  Cougars  of  Houston 
replaced  Florida  as  the  team 
winner  in  1969. 

The  72-hole  medal  play  phase 
of  the  tournament,  which 
determines  the  team  and 
individual  champions,  begins 
Wednesday  and  continues  through 
Saturday. 

This  will  be  a warm-up  for  the 
top  BYU  golfers,  who  will  be 
trying  to  nail  down  an  NCAA 
title.  Coach  Karl  Tucker  is  very 
optimistic  concerning  the 
Mountain  Cats  chances  in  the 
tournament.
